A girl’s.information brought about the 
arrest’ yesterday. of thrée men on 
charges of killing Policeman John E. 
Egan, near the Westchester Avenue 
Police Station, the Bronx, on Saturday 
night. Isabélla White, 19 years old of 
185 Westchester Square; told the police 
that she had séen the shooting of Egan, 
but feared to reveal the identity of his 
assailants except upon assurance of pro- 
tection from friends of the actused. 

“They will kill me if I tell who they 
are,” she said fe Police Captain Van 
Diezelski. The “girl's presence at the 
shooting was learned through the in- 
vestigation of Detective Joseph Reilly, 
and several hours afterward she was 
taken to the station house. At dawn 
yesterday Detectives Reilly,. Thomas 
Thompson and William Rice arrested 
Charles Helwig, 24 years old, who lives 
at Eastern Boulevard and Westchester 
Avenue, as he was about to enter the 
home of a relative at 2,839. Morris Park 
Avenue, the Bronx. He was charged 
with firing the shots that killed Egan. 

The other two suspects named by Miss 
White were later taken in custody. They 
were* William-Lagonia,,19 years old, of 
3,161 Hast Tremont Avenue, and Owen 
Poland, 26 years old, of 2,838 Morris 
Park Avenue. ‘The police said the pris- 


+ oners admitted. the shooting. They were 


held by Magistrate mcKiniry in the 
West Farms Court ‘on charges of homi- 
cide. >: 

“My life is not safe now,’’ Miss

Miss White to the police and repeated 
with some variations to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney William Kier, the attack 
on Egan came. when he arrested La- 
gonia in front of Miss White’s home on 
a charge of disorderly conduct.

Besides being cruel, the decision flie’ 
so directly in. the face of common 
sense that it seems as if a way must 
be found to set aside or. get around 
it.

EMPLOYING BRITAIN’S UNEM- 

PLOYED. 

A practical, even if temporary, 
method of dealing with Great ‘Britain's 
unemployment problem has recently 
been advocated by Mr. J. R. Curnzs, 
@ Labor Member of Parliament. -In 
place of the present system. of doles, 
which ‘has already cost the” British 
Government vast sums of money, he 
recommends a co-operative policy for 
employing those who are out of work 
in repairing and rebuilding roads and 
other public properties. The idea is 
not new, but the argument in favor of 
it' is ‘perhaps stronger today than 
ever before. The additional cost to 
Government would bé compensated 
tangible returns. Under the steal! 
system the doles bring nothing in re- 
turn. : 

The dangers of unemployment doles 
have long been recognized. When 
given out over a long period they in- 
vite pauperization, and if large enough. 


them they. tend to discourage. work. 
Only when the margin between the 
dole and the current wage is suffi- 
ciently great to offer inducement to 
work does-the dole alleviate unemploy- 
ment. Mr. Curngs summarizes the 
matter when he says: 

It may, not be profitable at the mo- 
ment to do certain things, but less loss 
would be involved in doing them than 
we now incur In giving large sums of 
money away. It is better to pey jn j« 
wages, say, £1 a week-for productive 
and. serviceable’ employment, which. 


would not displace other work, than to 
give away 108. or 153s. for absolute 
idleness.

ancient tradition, Corfu has since 
given shelter to many wanderers. 
Emperors and Empresses have sought 
its seclusion and tranquillity. During 
the World War it was the final place 
of refuge for the exiled Serbs. At the 
foot of the hill surmounted by the 
Kaiser's palace, Achilleion, they nursed 
their sick and wounded. -Last of 
all came. the orphaned children of 
a race that seems doomed to endless 
wandering—the Armenians. With a 
magnanémity and hospitality not sur- 
passed by Nausicaa, the Greek Gov- 
ernment opened its palaces to those 
exiles from beyond the plains of Troy. 

Some of these refugee children are, 
to be sure, of Greek origin, though 
their ancestors have lived in Anatolia 
for generations; but more than half 
of the ten thouzand orphan children 
to whom shelter _has been given in 
Corfu, Cephalonia, Corinth, Oropos, 
Chalcis, Macedonia, and \the islands of 
the Aegean are Armenians. 

i is.to the lasting credit of the 
people of America that they have fed 
and clothed these children. We have 
practically ended our relief work for 
the million refugees. Greece is trying 
to care for them, though she has 
enough to do in recovering her own 
economic health and strength. But 
we. are still caring for these children, 
and the Jeast we can do is to relieve 
her of the responsibility for their nour- 
ishment and education till they’ are 
able to take care of themselves, For- 
tunately, the Near Relief is still 
in Greece and ready to- continue its 
work if only it is. furnished with suf. 
ficient means to do so. 

It ‘seems nothing short of wasitor | 
savagery that this practically defense- 
less island should be attacked by a 
State that has membership in an asso- 
ciation of civilized peoples, without 
waiting to find out who were really 
guilty of the assassination of Italians 
on the Albanian border, If Italy, on 
pretext of taking vengeatice, were to 
kindle a new war in Europe, she would 
be ranked with those nations that 
brought on the World: Wer.

way GERMANY CAN PAY. 

In his article in yesterday's Times, 
Bensamiy M./ AnvERson Jr., whose 
reputation as a practical economist 
entitles him to speak, took exception 
to the conclusion of the Institute of 
Economics that Germany's capacity 
to pay reparations-is practically nil, 
Of. the report compiled by . Messrs, 
Mouton and McGums, the burdey 
was that Germany'cannot pay. This 
document was. naturally seized upon 
by the German: propagandists. Mr, 
Anpsrson, who praised the book more 
highly than would many, and who 
specifically denied any wish to criticise 
it, made the significant observation 
that in such an economic study it is 
necessary not only to \marshal the 
facts, but to jnterpret them in ac 
cordance with sound principles, He 
went on to show that such an inter- 
pretation had not been given to those 
factors relating to Germany's capacity 
to pay. ' 

Messrs. MouuTon and McGuIRE basba 
their argument om-the proposition that 
Germany, in her present: poverty, 
would have to reduce her purchases 
from the rest of the world, and that 
as a result: the rest of the world 
would have to reduce purchases from 
Germany. 
forced to curtail her exports, and so 
could not find the wherewithal to pay 
reparations. - This reasoning, in Mr. 
ANDERSON’s opinion, is fallacious. - He 
wrote: . : 

If the German Government will (a) 
re-establish a seund gold money in 
Germany; will (b) tax the peeple of 
Germany for-more than its own expen- 
ditures, creating a fiscal surplus; will 

(c) sell drafts on Berlin banks, to an 
amount not exceeding the fiscal sur- 
plus, in thé international exchange 
markets, and (d) turn over the pro- 
ceeds in dollars, sterling and francs to 
the creditor Governments, it will have 
dofie all that it need do to make repe- 
rations, and the automatie forces of 
prices'and commerce will do the rest, 

Mr. ANDERSON agreed, of course, 
that Germany needs a breathing space. 
But he contended, that “ Germany's 
“future ability to. pay, after her pres. 
‘‘ ent acute problems are straightened’ 
** out, is primarily a problem of the 
** ability of her people to produce more 

“than they consume eng the ability 
*‘ of her Government.to tax the people 

“to ah amount greater than its\own 
‘*expenditures."' This simple state- 
ment of an obvious truth ia too often 
overlooked... Mr, ANpsREON admitted 
that the process of paying would .not 
be painless, and would involve large 
sacrifices on the part of the German 
people. He did not go so far as to 
specify the amount that she thus could

Output of United States in 1922, 
Despite Strikes, the Largest 
‘of Any Country. 


Despite .the ‘abnormally' low produc-; 
tion of coal in thé United States during 
1922 as the result of the coal strikes, 
this country outranks the other coal. 
producing countries. of the world. Ac- 
cording to the Geological Survey the 1922 
output of the six largest coal producing 
eountries of the. world-stated in metric 
tons, was: United States, 417,000,000; 
Great . Britain, 256,000,000; Germany, 
141,000,000 of coal and 137,000,000 of lig- 
nite; France, 32,000,000; Japan, 25,000,-

CHINESE STEP ON GAS. 


U. &. Trade Commissioner Reports 
Rapid Development in Auto Trade. 


China has become speed mad, and the 
oft-mentioned passtvity of the Chinese 
is, according to Trade Commissioner 
William I. Irvine of the Department of 
Commerce, rapidly being displaced by a 
desire to ‘‘ step on“the gas.”’ 

Mr, Irvine, who has just completed a 
survey of Far Eastern automotive mar- 
kets, says the Chinese bent for speedy 
travel is an asset to Chinese railroads 
and bus lines, thousands of Chinese 
taking rides simply for pleasuré. ‘‘ It is 
no uncommon thing,’’ Mr. Irvine con- 
tinues, ‘‘ for a poor moolie to spend his 
last cash’ on a ride that leaves him 
stranded many miles from home. He 
trudges back, however, complacent and 
satisfied in his own mind that his 
money has been well spent.’’ 

The Trade Commissioner reports that 
the economies, convenience and speed 
of motor transportation is bringing a 
slow but certain transformation to: old 
China extending highways. Political 
students of China believe that an exten- 
sion of motor transportation will -con- 
tribute more to national cohesiveness, 
says Mr. Irvine, and political stability 
and industrial progress is almost pro- 
portional to the growth of the auto’s 
popularity.

Mere Pressure Has Been Applied! 


to Bring Construction Costs 


Down Than Ever Before.

Building material price comparisons as 
of Sept. 1 and April 28, when the so- 
called ‘“buyers’ strike’’ in the pbuilding |* 
construction industry began, has been 
rather disappointing as to actual price 
reduetions, says the current Dow Ser- 
vice Daily Building Reports. 

What has been gained in lower prices 
has been lost to the cautious builder in 
higher wages paid to labor, which has 
pecome' more plentiful for the type of 
construction work likely to proceed this 
Autumn and Winter. Rates of wages 


prevailing as of March 17 of this year 


as against those of Sept. 1 this year 
show the following notable examples of 


wage increases: Hod carriers now get 


a dollar’ an hour against 87% cents; 
laborers, 87% to 98% cents an hour 
against 814% cents; plasterers and brick- 
layers $1.50 an hour against $1.25; plas- 
terer’s helpers, $1.96%4 an hour against 


93% cents an hour, and plumbers, $1.25 


against $1.12% March 17, last.
